The Diphtheria. 
Regina Leader, Oct. 30. 

This week the situation shows a lit- 
ile betterment. A half dozen. houses 
have been or »re being religved from 
quarantine, and the new cases are few 
compared with those of last week. 
There is now in general strict respect 
paid to the quarantine rules, Prof. J. 
W. Robertson of Ottawa on Monday 
afternoon io a public address made 
scorching reference to the carelessness 
in sanitary supervision of Regina and 
some other Northwest towns. Some 
people think his remarks were uacalled 
for. We think that his remarks were 
only too badly called for, and most 
timely. The fact that diphtheria nas 
been im this town seven months is the 
simple proof that something is radical+ 
iy wrong. In congested cities, where 
hundreds of ignorant, indigent people 
have to exist without good food, good 
water or good air, under a single roof, 
infectious disease *s hard to keep in 
subjection. But again is so circum- 
stanced that if good food, good water 
and good air are not enjoyed by every 
resident, there is public fault without 
any shadow of excuse. Are the city

This 
shows much the largest movement, on 
record here. For the corresponding 
period of last year (the two months of 
September and October) 12,419 cars of 
wheat were iuspected, estimated at 
equal to 10,250,000 bushels. An esti- 
mate of the crop by the local grain 
dealers’ association places the total 
at 64,283,000 bushels of wheat for 
Manitoba and the Territories, or equal 
to an‘average yield of about 24-1-2 
bushels per acre.
